ment. 'Po many who |>o to our exhi¬ 
bitions in that frame of mind, they are 
disappoint inn- They have not enonnh 
of the tinsel and show about them. To 
I hose w ho Plod fault on sueli nrounds 
we want to say that I hose exhibitions 
have cost a (treat deal of labor andex- 
•jlease, and really represent a great 
deal of on I erprise for our as yet small 
population. Now what has beyii the 
motive for this great elfort 7 Not 
simply to make money out of a show . 
If that had heen the object nun h more 
eouhl have been realized in ot her ways, 
in fact those who have put their 
money into these exhibitions have 
hardly expected to gel it back—much 
less to make any profit on it. They 
have looked farther ahead. They 
have seen the advantages to he de¬ 
rived from arousing a spirit of emula¬ 
tion among our own people, each try¬ 
ing to make a creditable show by the 
side of his neighbors, and thereby all 
doing better than they otherwise 
would. If (it more than this in their 
minds has been the'behclit to all of in¬ 
ducing more people to come and make 
their homes with us, so that by having 
many to work together much might be 
accomplished that now remains un¬ 
done or is done only w it h great diffi¬ 
culty. Every year shows the correct¬ 
ness of this view. As more and more 
people come to join their forf lines wit h 
ours, we see our comforts and con¬ 
veniences, our means of education and 
entertainment, increasing by very per¬ 
cept iblc steps. Where a few years ago 
there was a wilderness, and the few 
people living in it had ti>content them¬ 
selves with log houses or hoard shan¬ 
ties, with neither comfort nor con¬ 


venience, hardly an apology for school 
or church, and barely an apology for 
a store, we see to-day some of the 
same people well housed and well fed, 
surrounded by desirable neighbors, 
with ample school and church privil- 
eges, stores containing everything 
necessary to comfortable and even 
elegant life, line hotels, in short every 
element of civilized life. Is not aljthis 
worth every effort that wecould make. 
And how has jt been obtained. Not 
by a niggardly and indifferent treat¬ 
ment of the rest of the world, hut by 
t he efforts ol just siieli men as have 
spent time and looney to get up these 
exhibitions—men to whom to live is 
to work, and to work is to do some¬ 
thing to benefit the public as well as 
themselves. These exhibit ions mean 
then that we have such men in our 
community, and that they have others 
.around them-generous and intelligent 
enough to help them in wliiit they uu- 
dertake—the only pity is that weliave 
any other kind. Ifut it is not enough 
for a new comer to know that he will 
be welcomed by appreciative neighbors, 
sand surrounded by a community alive 
to the benefits of mutual assistance 
and support in whatever is for the 
general good. These things may serve 
to make t hem wish to conic here, but 
the question will still remain with 
many whether they ran come or not, 
and this will generally dejwiid upon 
'•whether the industries they may en¬ 
gage in can he made to pay or not. 
This quest ion our exhibit ions ought to 
answer with respect to as many of our 
actual and possible industries as pos¬ 
sible- Thus far we have devoted our¬ 
selves principally to orange growing, 
and so naturally a great deal of space 
is given to showing what we can do in 
that line. The displays of fruit. even 
in this year of a short crop, have been 
such as to leave no question that 
Florida can produce as fine oranges as 
any part of the world. 1st any one 
who ijonbts whether orange growing 
pays lookat t he fruit now beingshown. 
Then let him find out vvhat sqchchoice 


fruit brings in market, how many or¬ 
anges a tree beats, how many trees 
are set in an acre, vvliat an acre costs 1 
to buy, clear, fence, plant and fertilize, 
and we t hink he will liud a very de¬ 
cided balance on t he right side of the 
account. Itut let him make no mis¬ 
take in putting a right estimate on the 
market reports. Oranges sell for 
prices that do not pay the cost of 
packing and freight, and on the same 

day ot hers use sold at a profit of )H'2.<)(t 
pel* box or more. 'I'he former are 
either poor fruit or poorly packed; 
the latter are good fruit carefully 
picked and packed. If he intends to 
go into t he business as a slouch he will 
ha ve t he former kind to sell; if he will 
expend a lit t ie brains and energy as 
well as money he can have the latter 
kind and get paying prices. There is 
always room at the top, and the mar¬ 
ket is never glutted with really choice 
fruit. \\ lii'ii there is any pressure it is 
1-lie ponr-fhtiMhat is crowded out and 
brings no ret urns. Whatever indus¬ 
try you go into it is the same thing; 
there are those who succeed and those 
who fail, and generally speaking you 
will do one or t he other aeeording to 
your way of going.to work. We want 
every stranger to look earefully, and 
if lie derides to eome ill to make upliis 
mind to he in the front rank, and tlien 
we have no fear of the profession leav- 
. iug him behind.

Truck Farming. 

"Truck farming in the South should 
prove highly remunerative tliiseoiniifg 
season if proper .advantage is taken of 
the opportunity. Irish potatoes are 
now selling in the principal markets of 
the West at one dollar per bushel, 
which means twenty-five cents ad 
dit ional by spring, as that much w ill 
be consumed by shrinkage,stoi'ingand 
incidental losses and expenses. 'Pills 
means a great deal to the Southern 
shipper, who may not have such a 
chance in years t o make money otT this 
important staple in his line. Cabbage, 
too. is equally scarce -and high, com¬ 
manding in this and other markets 
now $40 to $50 a ton, which means a 
barren market and fancy prices next 
spring."— Ex. 

Bringing Out a Florida Heifer. 

Two months ago I took a common 
Florida heifer oilt of t he . woods, and 
she is now giving fourteen quarts of 
milk a day, having dropped her lirst 
calf tin- lirst of this month. As one of 
t he recent correspondents of the Pis- 
ftuttji stated that by good feed, care, 
etc., lie luul been enabled to get “as 
high as ten quarts a day from cominon 
Florida cows," I think that the above 
record is wort hy of special ment ion, 
i hit side of sw«vj potato vines and 
what stray, picking she gets in the 
grove, her feed costs ten cents a day.
